WARHING. 


See warning dated 8rd. March 1933 from British Consulate- 
General, San Francisco. 


R.S.M.AUDENSCH, 
ROY ANDEXSOF.

The subject of the above warning has arrived in Les 
Angeles; he has apparently been here for about a mith; he 
called at this Cons late and claimed to have jus’, arrived at 
from China. le stated he was employed in the Ct.inese Customs, 
that he was proceeding on leave, and had been «zsked to look 
up two or three british sibjects (ex-officers) in Los Angeles 
who had applied for positions in the Chinese Customs. Te 
appeared very well informed respecting China and did not ask 
for anything; he got into touch with many ex-officers of the 
Epitish Forces to whom he claimed to have been Ca tain in the 
13th. Datt. of the Flack ‘atch during the Var. This has been 
proven false. e claimed to have been born in Hong Kong, the 
son of a certain oy Anderson, well known in the Chinese 
Customs, but that his father was an American citizen and that 
he himself had been educated prior to the War in the Virginia 


Liilitary Academy, U.S.A. but preferred his British nationality 


and joined the Sritish Forces. 


‘he only actual wrong doing which can be established 
against him is that he gave a British officer here a forged 
cheque for $2.50 and that he did not pay the salary of a 
secretary he employed for ten days to look up addresses in 
the local directory. Jie has stated that he is proceeding to 
Seattle, where he intends to sail for China on iis 2end., 
taking with him a contract from the Learst newspapers as a 
corresyondent. He also approached a local news agency 
stating that he represented Neuters and that Meuter, hawing 
broken vith the Associated Press, wishes to establish a new 
connection in California; he did not attempt to borrow any 
money. ‘lieuter's a,ents in lew York ceny all knowledge of 
Lnderson except that they had received various articles from 
him weich they had not accepted. 


Derk hair, brown eyes, small dark moustache, 
round face, stoutish build. ‘ears rimless pince-nez; accent 
undefined, but not Lritish - apparently his idea of 2 British 
accent. ippears to be in early thirties; wears small Tlack
